Dog law becomes a bone of contention 


“Shut her down,”’ was the order 
given by Dan Gillis, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night. The order, though, is not 
likely to have any immediate 
effect. 

The “‘her’’ in the order, never 
mentioned by name in the 
meeting, is Alice Papaliolios of 20 
Harnden St. Mrs. Papaliolios 
keeps dogs. 

Those dogs were the subject of a 
complaint to the selectmen by her 
next door neighbor Carl Smith of 6 
Harnden St. 

Smith's complaint is the latest 
development in a three-year old 
case involving several dog owners: 
A suit in Middlesex Superior Court 
petitions for a writ of mandamus 
against Town Clerk Esther 
Russell. The writ would require 
her to issue kennel licenses. The 
suit, Robert Lewis et al (Alice 
Papaliolios, Edith Sterling and 
Dorothy Noel) vs. Esther Russell 
et al (Joseph Balestrieri) was filed 
in 1972 after Mrs. Russell refused 
to issue the kennel licenses. 

The legal points involve both 
state law and local zoning by-laws. 
State law requires anyone keeping 
more than three dogs to license 
them as a kennel. Mrs. 
Papaliolios has said that the town, 

in refusing to issue the license, is 
forcing the dog owners to break 
the state law. She said that-until

Mark Bouvier improving 


A 21 year old man remains under 
close observation in the Mass. 
General Hospital with serious in- 
juries incurred in a head-on colli- 
sion early Saturday morning, on 
Salem Street in North Wilmington. 

Mark Bouvier, 9 Beech Street, 
Woburn, has shown improvement 
but is in the intensive care unit 
because of a blood pocket in his 
brain. He suffered multiple frac-~ 
tures, along with internal injuries, 
in the accident: 

His 1973 Plymouth collided with 
a pickup truck shortly after 1 am 
Saturday, on Salem Street, 
between the Murphy residence and 
Martin's Brook. The car was total- 
ly demolished. 

The truck, driven by Robert E.

Pluff 
reported that it caught on fire 
briefly, but the fire soon died out. 
Emerson, 35 years old, received 
several cuts in the accident.

A wired 
up broken jaw briefly confused the 
hospital staff, and his family had 
to be contacted for medical infor- 
mation.

Wilmington. Both he and his father 
are employees of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad 

There was a secondary accident, 
occuring to two cars belonging to 
the Bryant family of Park Street, 
North Wilmington. 

Bob Bryant had stopped when he 
saw the accident, and then warned 
his sister of the accident by CB 
radio. 

His sister Barbara thought the 
call was a prank until she crested 
the hill west of Martin's Brook and 
hit her brother's car. Her car, a 
Saab, was moderately damaged, 
with a punctured radiator.

There was a little ceremony, 
yesterday afternoon, at Rotary 
Park. Ata point across from the 
Police Station, in a clump of small 
evergreens, a boulder has been 
placed, and on that boulder is a 
bronze plaque, with the name of 
Rotary Park. 

The Town Manager was present, 
and a number of past presidents of 
Rotary Park Inc., the organization 
which was set up by the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington to fill in the old 

,, Hiller Branberry Bog, and convert 
it into a playground and green, for 
the people of Wilmington. 
Wilmington Little League has its 
baseball diamond on that park 
ground. Youngsters go fishing in 
the pond, Wild Mallard ducks use 
the pond, as a resting place on 
their annual trips north and south, 
and as a place where there is. food 
to be found. 

It was the fabulous Mrs. Dr. 
Frances Hiller who made that 
cranberry bog, back about 90 years 
ago, in a town which had stopped 
the cultivation of cranberries, 
because of the cranberry blight. 
Mrs. Hiller, contrary to the local 


After her death in 1901 the 
cranberries were gathered for a 
few years, but then the bog 
deteriorated. By November 1950 it 
was a mess - a swamp with a few 
ditches, and a lot of mosquitoes in 
the summer. It was then that 
Rotary, under the leadership of 
President Earl Sylvester, decided 
to buy the land, and create a park. 

Henry Porter, Rotarian and 
Postmaster, contacted the then 
owner. The price was $1000, for 
seven acres of swamp. Ten 
Rotarians contributed $100 apiece, 
as a loan, and the swamp became 
the property of the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington. On Dec. 6, 1950 the 
club received from the Com- 
monwealth a charter for ‘Rotary 
Park, Inc." 

Then the point came up that 
Rotary had to raise money, to fill 
the swamp, to pay off the ten $100 
loans, to improve the area. It was 
a vast undertaking, one that would 
take years. 

Wilmington Rotary Club seals 
were introduced, liké the Christ- 
mas seals that are affixed to many 
Christmas card envelopes. Nearly

The park, today, has over 1500 
yards. of fill, many trees, a large 
pond, large grassed areas, trees, 
ete. Three hundred cubic yards of 
bark mulch, and an underground 
drainage. It took $40,000 to pay for 
all those things. 

To meet the expenses 
Wilmington Rotarians were busy 
men, for many years. They ran 
Amateur Talent Shows;. Barber 
Shop Quartet programs; Turkey 
Shoots; Rummage Sales; Horse 
Shows: Auctions; Christmas Tree 
sales; Carnivals; Street sales of 
Easter Lillies and Fruit Cakes, 
and an automobile raffle. * 

The work was always under the 
direction of a man who was the 
President of Wilmington Rotary 
Park, Inc. Generally he was a past 
President of the Wilmington 
Rotary Club. Among those who 
served were Earl Sylvester, Ralph 
Swanson, Henry Porter, Bernard 
McMahon, John Nitchie, Fred 
Jackson, Bryant Bedell and many 
others. Over 20 years were spent 
on the project, and the entire club 


“things can be said. Mr. Porter, 


of Wilmington Rotary par- 
ticipated. 

It was in January of 1973 that the 
club voted to give the Park to the 
Town of Wilmington. The only 
stipulation was that it should 
always be maintained as a park, 
and that it be called Rotary Park. 
The town accepted the park in the 
annual Town Meeting of March 
1973. and in a special Town 
Meeting in June 1973 the park was 
turned over to the Board of 
Selectmen, James F. Banda, 
Chairman. The man who made the 
presentation was Henry F. Porter, 
a man about whom many nice

Planning Board rules for 
study of 129 Bypass 


The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday evening set up some 
rules. (or as it was termed, 
criteria) for the study of the 13 
new proposals for the Route 129 
Bypass. near Wilmington Square. 
Say presumably will begin in the 


next meeting. 

The order of the criteria, not 
Batic in order of importance 
was: 

1. Connection*to the Richmond 
Street Bridge, preferable in an 
East-West alignment. 

2. Full clover leaf at 129 - 93 in- 
tersection. 

3. Bypass both the Center (S- 
quare) and the Plaza. 

4. Southern end of the Bypass 
should be south of the intersection 
of Lowell and Main Street. 

5. One way traffic northerly on 
the bypass, and one was southerly 
on the old section. Improvements 
will be needed to and/or exten- 
sions of connecting streets. 

6. Improvement will be needed 
on at least the lower end of Lowell 
Street. (a) Wider. (b) Better sight 
distance in the Strout Avenue - 
Woodland Drive area. (c) Possi- 
ble closing of the intersection of 
Strout Ave. with Lowell Street. 
Perry Avenue could be laid out and 
constructed from Woburn Street to 
Strout Avenue to give safe 
access/egress to the residents. 
(d) Traffic control at the Lowell 
Street - West Street intersection. 
(e) Limited access/egress at Luc- 
ci's - both to Lowell Street and to 
Woburn Street.

Alternate No. 1 (No Build). 
Some means is needed to relieve 
the North-South traffic congestion 
at the Square. Other problems are 
caused by traffic generators such 
as the Wilmington Plaza. The

passed, and lower Lowell Street is 
improved, but a major traffic 
generator, (the Plaza) still 
remains a problem.

But - as a result, the selectmen of 
Wilmington made certain that no one in 
Wilmington would be able to start 
another dog kennel. The by-laws were 
written in such a manner as to be certain 
of this point.
